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ed to the spirit of that religion which was taught by our Saviour, the " Prince 
of Peace," do form ourselves into an association under the following ar- 
ticles. • 

Art. J. This association shall be called the Bowdoin street Ladies' Peace 
Society. ; . 

Art. 2. It shall be the duty of the members of this association, to obtain 
information on the subject of Peace, to instruct children in the" Sabbath 
school and at home in its prniciples, and to endeavor to carry out these prin- 
ciples in every day life. , 

Art. 3. Any person may become a member of this society, by signing 
this constitution, and paying annually a sum not less than twenty-five cents ; 
and any person may become a life member on paying, at one time, the sum 
of ten dollars. 

Art. 4. Every life member, and every member who shall pay annually a 
sum not less than fifty cents, shall be entitled to receive a copy of some pe- 
riodical on the subject of Peace. 

Art. 5. The affairs of the society shall be managed by an Executive Com- 
mittee of not less than five members, to be chosen annually, and to continue 
in office until others are elected to fill their places. 

Art. 6. The Executive Committee shall have power to supply any vacan. 
cies which shall occur in their number, to appoint such agents or assistants as 
they may deem necessary, to call' special meetings of the society, and to 
manage the r funds and all the business of the society. 

Art. 7. This constitution may be amended by a vote of the majority of 
the members present at any annual meeting, provided such amendment be 
recommended by a majority of the Executive Committee ; and provided 
also, that no amendment shall change the object of the society.
